Weshington, D. C., Jan. 12.— Special }— 
Senator Tillmen is putting in a good deal of

Mr. Tillman seems to have misconceived 
entirely the gravity of the situation. He hae 
done little to answer the plain facts in the 
case and hae devoted moet of his attention 
to an atteck upon President Roosevelt, first, 
because of the Minor Morris incident, with 


which the president bed no copnection, and. 


second, because the senator assumed thet 
the president had all of this information 
about him in his possession since the post- 
office inspectors made their report laet July. 
Mrs. Minor Morris was subsequently ad- 
judged insane and confined as a dangerous 
person. The incident with which she was 
connécted took place entirely without know!- 
edge of the president, her ejection from the 
White house having been made by a sub- 
ordinate who acted upon his own responst- 
bitty. 
Gent to President in December, 
Furthermore, an official statement was {s- 
sued by the postoffice department today 
showing thet the report of the inspector, 
which was dated at Portland, Ore., July 27, 
was received by the chief postoffice inspector 
Aug .

$500,000,000 LIMIT 
PLACED ON CANAL, 


Hopkins Introducts Bill to 
Provide for Great Increase 
in Cost of Panama 
Project. 


| ALL MAY NOT BE NEEDED, 


Secretary of Treasury to Be Au- 
thorized to Issue Bonds to 
Keep Pace with R- 
penges, 


Washington, D. C., Jan 12. 

With the introduction of a bill ag ig 
ator Hopkine raising the limit of the cost of 
the Panama canal to $500,000,000 it became 
apparent that the country is to be treated to 
a few little surprises as to the real nature 
end cost of the government's undertaking in 
joining the two big oceans. 

Senator Hopkins introduced his bill in all 
good faith on the advice of a member of the 
commitee on appropriations, and it is ex- 
1 to pass. ’ 

committee on Interoceanic 
which Senator Hopkins is a piace Can 
take up the bill on Saturday next. Judging 
from the remarks of certain members of that 
committee today, there is to be some serious 
opposition to the increase. Some extended 
criticism will be had before the report is se- 
cured, and it is altogether likely that the 
committee will wish to call before it again, 
as it did last year, the members of the canal 
commission. It also may call Mr. Taft, the 
president elect, who as secretary of war had 
a great deal to do with the inauguration of 
the canal project. | 

Rude Jolt Given Senators. 

A great many senators received a rude jolt 
today when they learned that an effort would 
be made to raise the limit of the cost of the 
canal to such a stupendous amount. This 
was despite the fact it was carefully ex- 
plained to them that such action was con- 
templated mainly to give the secretary of the 
treasury the authority to make Panama 
canal bond issues as they were needed and 
thus scatter the cost of the canal, through 
the maturing of the bonds, over a period of 
Pate There was plainly heard the rumble 
of protest and the genera expression, ; ** We 
want to know.” . : 

Under the terms of the Spooner act, passed 
in 1902, the president was authorized to ac- 
quire the holdings of the old French canal 
company and the zone of territory in Pan- 
ama, For these and certain privileges a 
sum of practically $60,000,000 was paid out 
of the treasury. A bond issue not to exceed 
$135,000,000 waa authorised. The revenues 
from thie issue practically have been en- 
hausted in canal construction. 

‘Those who were perceptibly jarred by the 
Hopkins bill when it was introduced today 
took occasion to cite some of the estimates 
of the cost made from time to time, which 
they insist show that the government is a 
poor guesser when it starts out to estimate 
the cost of anything it wishes to buy or con- 
struct. 

First Estimate Was $190,000,000, 

When the lock type of canal was adopted 
it wae estimated that the limit of the cost 
of building the canal would be $190,000,000. 
Lieut. Goethals, chief engineer of construc- 
tion, when he wee before the senate canal 
committee a year ago said he had comé to 
look upon the canal as a $300,000,000 project. 
It was asserted today by a prominent mem- 
per of the canal committee that it has been 
common talk among those who heve visited 
the canal strip recently that $350,000,000 will 
scarcely cover the work. 

With these growing figures in mind, the 
senate committee on appropriations, when 
it informally discussed the canal finances 
a few days ago, saw the foolishness of going 
at the work of the bond authorization in a 
piecemeal fashion. Money had to be au: 
thorized for the continuation of the work, 
they reasoned, so why not set a generous 
limit of the cost and give the secretary of the 
treasury the authority to meke his bond 
issues under it as needed. 

Senator Hopkins, as a prominent adminis- 
tration member of the canal committee which 
should consider the measure, was accord- 
ingly given his tip. His measure introduced 
today simply amends the Spooner act in such 
a manner as to change the aggregate amount 
of appropriations authorized for the Pan- 
ama route, which are now 0 nearly ex- 


ha usted, to $500,000,000. 


FATHER OF MAYOR BUSSE ILL; 
FOOT MAY BE AMPUTATED. 


Capt. Gustav Busse Suffering from 
Gangrene Following Treatment by a 
Chiropodist Two Weeks Ago. 


Capt. Gustay A. Busse, father of Mayor 
Busse, is seriously fll of gangrene poisoning: 
His leg may have to be amputated to save 
his life, although Dr. John B. Murphy, Dr. 
W. A. Evans, and Dr. C. H. McKenna decided 
to wait a few days before resorting to the 
knife. It is felt that in view of Capt. Busse’s 
advanced age amputation would mean death. 

‘Dry gangrene developed in the foot two 
days ago,” said Dr. McKenna. I do not 
know that we will amputate. Mr. Busse is 
feeble and he probably could not survive 
that. We have made some progress in hold- 
ing the poison down, and cannot tell just 
what the outcome will be for a few days.“ 

Gangrene developed following treatment by 
a chiropodist two weeks ago. An injury to 
one of the toes resulted, which later became 
badly swollen. The poison was discovered 
two days ago. 

Capt. Busse is with his son, George, at the 
Walton apartments, 305 North Clark street. 
He is cheerful and receives calls from many 
friends daily. He is 74 years old and a vet- 
eran of the civil war. a

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EXPELS THROWER OF SALAD 


South Shore Country Club Deals 
with Exuberant Member. 


AVERT ADDITIONAL HORROR, 


Hearing Shows That a Custard Pie 
Might Have Been Hurled. 


Royal C. Vilas yesterday was expelled 
from the South Shore Country club for 
throwing salad in the face of his friend, 
George C. Jerome, in the club’s dining room 
the night of Sunday, Dec. 20. 

It had been understood that Mr. Vilag had 
too many Manhattan cocktails, and no denial 
of this assertion was made before the trial 
board. In fact, Mr. Vilas wae repentant, 
and declared that he didn’t cleafly remember 
what he had done or said. 

Those who participated in yesterday's 
session attempted to keep the proceedings 
secret, and Silas H. Strawn, secretary of the 
meeting, specially delegated for the purpose, 
tried to get rid of a waiting group of news- 
paper men by handing them a copy of this 
resolution: 

Resolved, That Mr. Royal C. Vilas be 
and he is hereby expelled from membership 
in the South Shore Country elub.“ 


Verdict Was Anticipated. 

Vice President B. M. Winston presided at 
the trial board and the verdict was antici- 
pated shortly after 4 o’clock when Fred W. 
Upham emerged from the room. 

They're just going to put him on the 
carpet now. was Mr. Upham's reply to 
questions, 

Not much testimony was needed, as many 
of the men who sat in Judgment had person- 
ally witnessed the episode. Soon after the 
affair occurred the house committee heard 
all the facts and suspended Mr. Vilas pend- 
ing action by the board. Yesterday's pro- 
ceedings, therefore, were a mere formality, 
and Mr. Vilas was not surprised at the re- 
sult. 

The only new point established was that 
in addition to hurling a plate of salad at 
Jerome, Vilas also tried to plaster hig face 
with a piece of tender custard pie, and would 
have accomplished the trick had not George 
F. Gets, vice president of the City Fuel com- 
pany, and Charles Dormitzer, manager of 
the club, grabbed his arms, and led him into 
the open air. 

Testimony was given by several club em- 
ployés and Mr. Dormitzer, and the statement 
from Mr. Getz was read. Mr. Vilas was sit- 
ting in am outer room nervously fingering 
his coat buttons when Mr. Dormitzer 
emerged. He wes called an instant later, 
and after giving an extra hitch to his trous- 
ers he walked with head erect to meet his 


fate. 
Regrets Incident. 


„Gentlemen, I regret sincerely what trans- 
pired, but, to be candid with you, I have no 
clear recollection of what I did or said, was 
the defendant's only statement. 

“You not only attacked Mr. Jerome, but 
used loud, boisterous language in the pres- 
ence of ladies, remarked Mr. Winston. But 
the subject was painful to Mr. Vilas, and he 
asked to be excused. 

Approaching Mr. Dormitzer on the outside, 
Mr. Vilas was overheard to say: “It’s the 
first time anything like this ever happened to 
me. The newspapers got hold of it and made 
it disagreeable.’ 

„We wish to show that nobody can get in- 
toxicated and misbehave at the club,” said 
Mr. Strawn. ‘“‘ This ends the affair, as there 
is no criticism for Mr. Jerome.“ 

Mr. and Mrs. Vilas and Mr. and Mrs. Jerome 
and another couple whose name has not been 
made public went to the club for dinner in the 
Vilas automobile. The fuse started because 
Mr. Jerome ordered the chauffeur to be pre- 


pared for the homeward journey at 7 p. m., 


while Mr. Vilas insisted on an hour later. 
The Vilas and Jerome families reside at the 
Pattington apartments, 1664 Graceland ave- 
nue. 

At the time of the salad throwing the offic- 
ers and employés of the club, several of 
whom testified at the investigation, all de- 
ned that any such incident had occurred. 
Mr. Jerome, however, told the story and it 
has caused much amusement in local elubs 
ever since. 
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SCOLDED SCHOOLGIRL FLEES 


Dorothy Van Honten Runs Away 
After Alleged Persecution. 


FATHER AOCUSES TEACHER. 


Also Prepares Complaint Against Prin- 
cipal of the Sheldon. 


Despondent over criticism on the part of her 
teacher, it is said, Dorothy Van Houten, a 
pupil at the Sheldon school disappeared from 
her residence. 468 North Clark street, yes- 
terday. Up to a late hour no trace of her 
had been found by the police of the Chicago 
avenue station, who had been asked to look 
for the child. 

This morning H. J. Van Houten, her father, 
will go before members of the board of edu- 
cation and make formal complaint against 
her teacher, Miss L. Davis, and the principal 
of the school, Mrs. Abigail A. C. Ellings. 
Dorothy is 11 years old. 

Dorothy, according to her father, who is 
the assistant manager of a north side theater, 
was sent home at noon witha note from Mise 
Davis in which the teacher complained that 
the child had been eating candy in school 
and when caught denied that she had com- 
mitted the offense. 


Parents Blame This Note. 


The note which the parents believe was the | 


climax of the alleged persecution on the part 
of the teacher to cause the child to quit the 
school follows: 

“Am sorry to have to complain again of 
Dorothy bringing candy to school. She de- 
nied it emphatically when I asked her first 
and I believed her until I saw the candy in 
her pocket. We must try to break her of this 
story telling.“ * 

The child returned to school with a satis- 
factory answer from the mother in thé 
afternoon. At the close of this session she 
returned home with a girl friend; and in a 
few minutes was sent to a grocery by her 
mother. 


Performs Errand, Then Goes, 

After getting the articles the girl, according, 
to Mrs. Van Houten, left the house, as she 
supposed, to play. When she failed to return 
at 6 o’clock it was at first believed she had 
gone to the home of some school friend to 
tell of her trouble with the teacher that day. 

All the residences of her girl and boy friends 
were visited by Van Houten, but she had not 
been to any of these places. Fear then devel- 
oped that she had run away, and the police 
at once were notified. From the parents the 
police learned that the girl had no relatives 


living in the city to whose residence she | 


might go to spend the night. 


Father Charges Pérsecution. 

For several months, Van Houten told the 
police, his daughter had been sent home 
regularly for some minor misdemeanor with 
instructions not to return to school unless 
accompanied by one of her parents. 

Two weeks ago, Van Houten said, his 
daughter was sent home at noon by Miss 
Davis for alleged misconduct and when she 
returned with a note from her mother Prin- 
cipal Ellings told her to return home. With- 
in an hour after the child reached home the 
second time à truant officer went to the house 
and demanded to know why the girl was bo- 
ing kept awey from her studies. At that 
time Van Houten threatened to go before 
the members of the board of education. but 
press of business prevented him from making 
a complaint. He said he would not be de- 
terred this time.

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PASTOR DRIVES DEATH BACK 


The Rev. M. C. Hartzell Cured of 
Consumption by Tuberculin. 


FRESH AIR REMEDY HELPS. 


Physicians Say the Clergyman’s Re- 


covery Is Remarkable One. 


Open air treatment and tuberculin have re- 
stored to health the Rev. Morton Culver 
Hertzell, pastor of the South Park Avenue 
Methodist Episcopal church, after he was 
convinced he would die of tuberculosis. 

Four months ago when the church gave him 
leave of absence to prepare for an operation 
it was discovered that he was affected ser- 
lously with tubercular’ germs. Physicians 
told him hie chances for recovery were slim 


and he made up his mind to prepare for the 


end. 

He had decided to send his wife back east 
to her home, dispose of his household goods 
and, in his own words, go out west to die,“ 
Few of his friends knew of his real ailment, 
and soarcely any more of them have been 
aware of his affliction to thie day. 

Dr. William E. Quine of the College of Phy- 
sicilane and Surgeons, who was associated 
with Pastor Hartzell in the Douglas neigh- 
borhood vice crusade, and Dr. John B. Mur- 
phy planned to operate in the hope of saving 
hia Ute, but it was found upon a s.cond en- 
amination that the organs were so badly 
affected an operation would be fatal. 


Tubereulin Gives Him Strength. 
Largely as an experiment, Dr. Murphy 
advised the use of tuberculin. Mr. Hartzell 
grasped at it as a drowning man graeps u 
straw. He began taking it in small quanti- 
tles two drops a day—and then increased 


the quantity one. drop a week, until after 
three weeks his fever began to diminish 
and his strength began to return. 

Meanwhile he adopted the open air treat- 
ment, He slept with open windows, spent 
much of the day in the open air and sun, 
and, although he scarcely was able to walk, 
he played a few holes of golf-on Jackson 
park public links daily. 

The doctors told me there was little hope 
for me, and that even if I did try tuberculin 
I could not expect any improvement for six 
months,” explained Mr. Hartzell yesterday, 
“T felt that it was a last hope when I began 
the treatment, 

“I also paid considerable attention to my 
diet, using esse and milk. 

Cure Is a Remarkable One. 

„I attribute my recovery to the use of 
tuberculin, 1 had given myself up to die, and 
simply tried K as an experiment when noth- 
ing else seemed possible. I believe tubercu- 
lin will be a big ald in cutting down the num- 
ber of deaths from tuberculosis. If used in 
time fully, I think, 76 per cent of the af- 
flicted can be cured. 

“TI understand the objections to the use of 
tuberculin have been overcome. At first it 
was given in doses too large, With smaller 
doses, I believe, it is exceedingly effective.“ 

According to Dr. Quine, Mr. Hartzell was 
so severely affected by the tubercular germs 
that the adoption of the tuberculin treatment 
was simply 4 “ despairing chance.“ 

„Mr. Hartzell’s case is the frst of its kind 
I haveever seen get well. said Dr. Quine last 
night. There are cases like hie in litera- 
ture, but I have not known of them personal- 
ly. He began the use of tulgrculin as @ 
despairing chance. His chances were small, 
indeed. I did not think he would get well.“

Long Fight for Roads.in Arizona 
and California Ended by 
the Trick. 


Harriman and his associates demanded and 


Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé when the 
Harriman roads and the Atchison were en- 
gaged in a struggle for new lines in Arizone 
and California was related for the first time 
in detail today in the government's suit to 
break the Harriman combination ofrailroads. 
It is alleged the Atchison now is practically 
a part of this combination. 

Victor Morawets, who until last October 
was chairman of the Atchison board. was the 
witness. He was called by the Harriman 
side, but the government attorneys made him 
admit he didn't think it the right thing for 
val roads to have common directors. He 
admitted the result was an agreement be- 
tween the combatants after Mr. Harriman 
and his friende as individuals had bought 
$30,000.000 of the Atchison stock. This, he 
admitted, prevented all competition that had 
been planned. 

Mr. Morawetz testified that after the Aten- 
ison had begun to build the Pheenix and 
Eastern in Arizona and when it was pro- 
jecting a rival line to the Southern Pacific's 
in California, Mr. Morawetz had a visit from 
Mr. Harriman. , 

“I was desirous of making a settlement 
with Mr. Harriman,“ he said, because the 
Atchison had no money then for the con- 
struction-.of the proposed lines. Mr. Harri- 
man objected to the terms I demanded of him 
and a contest for the location of the Phenix 
and Eastern line took place because he was 
unwilling to accept those terms. 


What Harriman Wanted Done. 


“Mr. Harriman,” he said, ‘ objected 
strenuously to our construction of the road 
because he considered it an invasion of the 
Southern Pacific territory or territory tribu- 
tary to that syetem. He desired me to sell 
it to him and to rettre from the territory 
south of Phoenix. I stated to Mr. Harriman 
that any questions relating to Arizona and 
northern California would have to be settled 
together. I was willing to sell the Phcenix 
‘and Eastern, but I wanted to get into north- 


on which I agreed to settle.” 

Mr. Mofawetz said the terms were that 
the Southern Pacific give the Atchison a han 
interest of fits northern Oalhfornia lines 
amounting to 400 miles and in return get a 
half interest in the fifty miles the Atchison 
had built in Arizona and that the lines built 
in southern Arizona in the future be open to 
both roads. 

This contest for the control of the Gila 
cafion, in which Mr. Murphy bad testified 
the Southern cific gangs threw down rocks 
from the mountains on to the Atchison’s 
right of way, stirre@ up the whole of Ari- 
zona. It was while this contest was still on, 
in September, 1904, Mr. Morawetz said, that 
Mr. Harriman came to him again and said 
he and some of his associates had bought 
about 300,000 shares of the Atchison stock, 
for which they wanted representation on the 
board. 


Harriman Officers Not Wanted. 


“I stated,”’ said Mr. Morawetz, continuing 
his recital, “that I never would be willing 
to give representation to the Union Pacific 
or ſany other rival company. He stated to 
me then that not a shar@ was owned by the 
Union Pacific or Southern Pacific, but that 
it had been bought by him and several other 
gentlemen as u private investment because 
they believed in the Atchison property and 
the country through which its lines ran. The 
gentlemen he named were Mr. Rogers, Wil- 
liam Rockefeller, Mr. Stillman, and Mr. 
Schiff of Kuhn, Loeb & Co.“ 

Mr. Morawets said he told Mr. Harriman 
then that he would not be willing to give 
them representation until the differences 
were acjusted, but that if they were adjusted 
he would be willing to give the applicants 
places on the board in view of their large 
personal holdings, with the understanding 


the Atchison directors. 

I further stated.“ he said, that I would 
not be willing to have amy member of the 
Union Pacific’s executive committee, inbiud- 
ing Mr. Harriman himeelf, on our board.“ 

Soon afterwards, he said, Mr. Harriman 
agreed to his terms and Mr. Rogers and Mr.

Scarcely had the detonation 46d away be- 
fore a throng of terrorized women and chil- 
dren rushed to the mine and implored those 
there to allow them to aid in the effort to 
save some of their loved ones who might 
still be alive within. 

Mine Foreman ‘Bowers, who was near the 
entrance, was blown from his feet, but man- 
aged to craw! Gut safely, as did also Robert 
Smith, a miner. 

With the foreman was a miner named Hol- 
liday, and he, too, was blown over. A rescue 
ig organized on the moment, rushed into 

he smoking mine and tried to rescue him. 
They were driven back by the fumes and 
were compelled to leave him to his fate. 


Train Goes to Relie‘. 

A train was rushed from this city to the 
scene of the disaster, carrying bratticing and 
other material to be used in the work of ex- 
ploration and rescue. 

The débris from the explosion of two weeks 
ago had not been cleared away and twenty 
men were engaged in this work. Nineteen 
contract miners with their crews were at 
work in a new entry and it is feared that all 
of these men were lost. 

One rescue party came in sight of six bodies 
bat was forced back. That all of them are 
dead there can be no doubt. The fire in the 
mine and the deadly gases, to say nothing of 
the force of the explosion, preclude any 
chance of rescuing any of the men alive. 

The fans which furnish the fresh gir for 
the workings, as in the former explosion, 
were not disabled and are forcing fresh Air 
into the mines. 

Two brothers named Surratt of Speedwell, 
Va., who went to the mine at the time of the 
other explosion through curiosity and ac- 
cepted positions are both in the mine. 


Officials Aid Rescue Work. 
State Mine Inspectors Phillips and Nichol- 
son are at the mine and are directing the / 
work of rescue. Crews have been formed 
and are venturing in as far as the air is pure 
enough to breathe in their efforts to reach 

those entombed. 

On the Tug river side, four miles from the 
main entrance, the smoke and flame gushed 
from the entry burning the twigs and small 
Iimbs from trees that grew near. The dam- 
age to the mine cannot be estimated. 

Of the men under the ground at the time 
of the explosion it is said that only three 
succeeded in making their escape, and these 
were the motorman, the brakeman, and Bank 
Boss Bowers. The last named was able to 
get out of the death trap by crawling.

“It is true the plaintiff's attorney offered to 
submit to arbitration the legal question 
whether or not a man could bring suit against 
a woman for breach of promise of marriage 
As I did not dispute the lega! right of a man 
to bring such an action if he cared to do such 
an ignoble thing. we. of course, declined to 
consider the arbitration proposal. 

Long after the alleged promise of mar- 
riage Stanley made a claim against Mrs, 
Chapman on account of certain alleged ex- 
penditures by him in procuring transporta- 
tion for European travel on behalf of Mrs.

Turkey Accepts ts Austria's Offer of 
$10,900,000 in Settlement 
of Claims. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Jan. 12.—The Turk- 
ish government accepts the Austro-Hun- 
garian offer of $10,800,000 indemnity for the 
annexation of Bosnia and Herzegovina, thus 
removing every possibility of war. The 
grand visier, Kiamil Pasha, received Marquis 
Pallavicini, the Austro-Hungarian ambassa- 
dor, at noon today and notified him of the 
decision of the council] of ministers. 

The grand vizier made an effort to induce 
Austria to increase the compensation an- 
other half million pounds, but Ambassador 
Pallavicini declared that an inéreage in the 
amount was out ot the question. If the offer 
was rejected, he declared, negotiations wauid 
be hroken off. 

In addition to pecuniary compensation to 
Turkey, Austria abandons her rights in Novi- 
pasar, consents to an increase in the cus- 
toms up to 15 per cent, admits certain monop- 
olies, and agrees to the suppression of Aus- 
trian posetoffices in Turkish territory where 
no other foreign postoffices exist, should the 
porte desire it, and to the abrogation of per- 
tain old privileges over Albanian Catholics.

Displeased at ot Condon 


Magnate, 
Rules; Hastens to Withdraw Threat 
to Leave Three Eyes League. 


Davenport, Ia... Jan. 12.—[{Special.]—A sur-

Booth & Co., the Pillsbury-Washburn, the 
Arnold print works, and others that might 
be named caused a considerable drain on 
profits. | 


Affairs Are Managed Well. 

When this is taken into consideration the 
fact that the banks made a good showing 
of earnings indicates how well generally 
their affairs were conducted. Some of the 
losses made, like those in Westinghouse, 
promise to return in time a large percentage 
of the money loaned. Since these losses 
have been charged out of profits they will 
return gradually. At the present time, how- 
ever, the money due from some of these 
debtors dees not appear among the assets 
of the banks. 

Bank stock values have in some instances 
passed former levels, and the community 
at large has shown its confidence by not 
only buying the stocks, but causing the 
banks to make new high records in volume 
of deposits. The savings depositors, who 
were the last to return to the banks after 
October; 1907. are now freely redepositing 
funds which they withdrew en and 
eighteen months ago.

ON THE WRONG TRACK. 

An alderman wishes the council to ask 
the legislature to restore to the city the 
power to regulate the speed of automo- 
biles and to enforce its regulations. It 
is alleged that since the state took the’ 
entire matter into its own hands, a year 
and a half ago, chauffeurs have become 
more reckless and accidents, fatal and 
nonfatal, more frequent. 

The puwhlic would be no safer if the 
rates of speed were fixed by a city ordi- 
mance instead of a state law. There 
were as many accidents in proportion to 
the number of automobiles in use before 
the present law was enacted as there have 
been since. There would not have been 
so many if there had been stricter en- 
forcement of the provision of the state 
law that nothing therein about the num- 
ber of miles that may be run in a min- 
ute “shall permit any person to drive a 
motor vehicle at a speed greater than is 
reasonable, having regard to the traffic 
and use of highways, or so as to endanger 
the life or limb or injure the property of 
any person.” 

The chauffeur who runs over somebody 
cannot say he was without blame merely 
because he was not exceeding a certain 
rate of speed. He is a lawbreaker if 
he did not pay proper attention to traffic 
conditions and was not reasonably care- 
ful. The way to make chauffeurs care- 
ful is to arrest, prosecute, and punish 
them whenever they endanger life, limb, 
or property. It is for the police to make 
arrests and for the courts to finish the 
work. 

Two automobilists were sent to the pen- 

ſtentiary for manslaughter last year in 
Connecticut. The convictions had an im- 
mediate and happy effect. The fast 
drivers, on whom fines had made no im- 
pression, were made to understand that 
they could not afford to be reckless or 
careless. There would be less wild mo- 
toring in Chicago if justice were meted 
out here as in Connecticut. Why should 
nat it be? In some instances the parties 
responsible for accidents are unknown. 
Frequently they are known, but one hears 
nothing’ about energetic prosecution of 
offenders. 
By investigating this question 8 
will benefit their constituents far more 
than if allowed to regulate the rates of 
speed. If chauffeurs were forced to be 
careful elaborate speed regulations would 
be superfluous. 


THE AUSTIN IMPASSE ENDED. 

Thanks to Mayor Busse’s taking a hand 
in what seemed an almost insoluble prob- 
lem, Austin is to be rid of the Oak Park 
“ elevated’s” death traps, and with only 
a reasonable concession toward the com- 
pany’s demands. 

The financial condition of the company 
obviously made it impossible to proceed 
with the costly improvement demdnded 
for the security of the public. Track ele- 
vation was imperative, nevertheless, and 
the mayor wisely intervened with a satis- 
factory compromise. The granting of a 
fourteen year extension of its main fran- 
chise was a preposterous demand by the 
company. The mayor put his foot on 
that. On the other hand, the Humboldt 
park franchise is not only of advantage 
to the company and a basis for obtaining 
funds necegsary to correct the intolerable 
conditions in Austin but it is a desirable 
improvement of our transportation fa- 
cilities. 

This difficult but satisfactory settle- 
ment Blustrates the advance Chicago aas 
made in dealing with the problems of a 
transportation situation still by no means 
simple or lacking in knotty problems. 


UNCLE SAM IS NOT BIDDING. 

The London Daily Mail esses to be 
disturbed by what it calls America’s 
bid for Canada.” It writes as if it were 
under the impression that the United 
States was trying to inveigle the dominion 
into @ reciprocity treaty. Such a treaty, 
it says, would mean the gradual absorp- 
tion of Canada by this country and the 
blasting of the hopes of British imperial- 
ists. 

The United States is not making a bid 
for Canada. It is not proposing a reci- 
procity treaty. There are Americans who 
believe that free trade with Oanada would | 
benefit both countries greatly. Each is to 
a considerable degree the natural mar- 
ket for the products of thé other. But 
if the United States were to offer free 
trade Canada would not accept it. Any 
reciprocity treaty which would be accept- 
able to the one would not suit the other. 
Conditions have changed since the old 
reciprocity treaty expired. Canada has 
gone in for mapufacturing and protection 
—particularly against the competition of 

erican manufacturers. 

ritish ignorance of American affairs 
is often dense. The situation in Canada, 
even, is not so well understood across the 
Atlantic as it is here, It may be that the 
frantic appeal of the Mail to Canadian 
patriotiem to be patient, because the 
overthrow of free trade and the establish- 
ment of closer commercial relations be- 
tween the mother country and the colonies 
| will come soon, was due to misconeen- 
tion. It may bave imagined that rec- 
iprocity wae one of the subjects which 
Secretary Root and Ambassador Bryce 
have been considering. Or it may have 
been misled by the agitation in this coun- 
try for the repea) of the duties on some 
Canadian products. 

Or this may have been a case of mis- 
representation rather than of misunder- 
standing. The Mail, a passionate advo- 


The petition of the interstate cémmerce 
commission for a broadening of its in- 
quisitorial powers should have powerful 
support. It n based upon the somewhat 
strict -construction of the interstate com- 
merce act in the Harriman case, and is 
in the trend of present policy while the 
opinion of the Supreme court was not. 

Many of the leading railroad men and 
even several industrial captains have 
committed themselves to the theory of 
publicity in corporate affairs, though 
some would restrict their approval per- 
haps to voluntary publicity. As to the 
public at large, however, and the leaders 
of public opinion there is no doubt that 
they intend in due time to require full 
publicity, as least as to quasi-public cor- 
porations. 

The reasoning of the commission in its 
report is plausible. If the right of in- 
quiry into the affairs of public service 
corporations is conceded it is in fact 
dificult to justify the interposition of the 
private privilege claimed by Mr. Harri- 
man as to any phase whatsoever of his 
acts affecting the finances of his com- 
panies. Even his private profits have, in 
this view, either a direct or mediate rela- 
tion to the public’s interest, and there- 
fore, theoretically at least, must be an 
appropriate subject of inquiry. 

The question, however, is one of public 
policy merely, since the decision of the 
court was constructive of the law as now 
framed and not. based on constitutional 
grounds. The present congress is not 
hkely to grant the amendatory legisla- 
tion asked. But it is a probability of the 
new congress.

In view of the 8 now under dees 
sion at Paris to amend the statutes of the 
Institute of France in such a fashion as to 
admit of the election of women to its various 
academies, it may be mentioned that mon- 
archy in France has shown itself more liberal 
and enlightened in this connection than the 
republican régime. Few people, even in 
France, recall today that prior to the great 
revolution of 1793 there were female acade- 
micians in France. They belonged to the 
academy of fine arts, which was founded by 
Louis XIV. in 1648, under the title of 
L'Academie Royale des Beaux Arts, and it 
always has been composed of the most emi- 
sculptors, engravers, and 
architects, as well as musical composers, 
From among its members are selected the 
director of the French school at Rome, and 
painting, sculpture, and music owe a deep 
debt of gratitude to this most useful of all 
the five academies that constitute the Insti- 
tute of France. 

Its women megibers have been as follows: 
Catherine Duchemin, painter, wife of the 
sculptor Girardon, elected in 1663. The sis- 
ters Genevieve and Madeleine Boulogne, 
sculptresses, elected in 1669, and whose 
works are still on view at the museum at 
Versailles, where a portrait of Elizabeth 
Cheron, painter, engraver, musical com- 
poser, and poet, and elected 1672, is likewise 
to be seen. Dorothea Godequin, a widow, 3g 
celebrated as an engraver, was elected in 
1680. Catherine Perrot, famous as a painter, 
and especially as an aquarellist, was received 
as @ member in 1682. The museum of natural 
history at Paris has a number of her pictures.

Rosalba, the miniaturist and pastelist, 
whose works are familiar to everyone who 
has visited the Louvre at Paris, was elected 
a member of the academy in 1720. Marie 
Therese Reboul, elected in 1754, is repre- 
sented by a single painting in the collections 
of the Louvre, in which are likewise to be 
found a couple of portraits painted by Marie 
Susanne Roslin, elected in 1770. In the same 
year, Anne Vallayer was ¢lected. Her paint- 
ings may be seen in the palace of Fontaine- 
bleau and in the museum of Nancy. 

Another painter, Anne Dorothea Licewska, 
wife of Terbush, and great friend of Diderot, 
who wrote much about her, was elected in 
1767. The superb portrait of King Frederick 
the Great in the galleries of Versailles is from

PLANS FOR LINCOLN DAY. 


W. J. Calhoun to Address Chicago As- 
sociation of Commerce Today at 
Noon—Enterprise Lacks Funds. 


William J. Calhoun, chairman of the com- 
mittee of 100 on the Lincoln centennial plans, 
will address a noon meeting of the Chicago 
Association of Commerce today. It will. be 
the regular weekly luncheon of the associa- 
tion and will be held at the Great Northern 
‘hotel. 

One reason for presenting the matter to this 
association ie that the municipality of Chi- 
cago is legally unable to contribute to the 
support of the Lincoln celebration and to 
such an extent is hampered in comparison 
with other cities planning for the anniver- 
sary. Mr. Calhoun will try to interest the 
large business concerns in the celebration 
from a financial standpoint. 

Concordia league, composed of members of 
the Lutheren church, will hold a Lincoln 
celebration Feb. 12 at F. M. C. A. auditorium, 
153 La Salle street, Ald. Albert W. Beilfuss 
presiding. 

Two brass plates have been installed in the 
vestibule of Lincoln Center building. Oak- 
wood boulevard and Langley avenue, one 
containing the farewell address of Lincoln on 
departing from Springfield for Washington 
and the other the immortal Gettysburg ad- 
„dress. 

Death yesterday claimed one of the enthu- 
siastic advocates of the Lincoln anniversary, 


while the last and the most widely celebrated fa colored centenarian, Elijah Rhubatton, 


of all these female academicians was Louise 
Vigee Lebrun, who on the proposal of Joseph 
Vernet, the painter, was elected to member- 
ship in 1788. No less than 600 of her paint- 
ings remain in existence. They are to be 
found in most of the leading national muse- 
ums of Europe and likewise, unless I am 
much mistaken, in the Metropolitan museum 
of New York. 

In 1703 the academies were suppressed by 
an edict of the revolutionary convention. 
Two years later—namely: in 1705, they were 
on the proposal of Carnot recalled into exist- 
ence, in the form of the Institute of France. 
Napoleon reorganized the institute, redivid- 
ing it into academies, and on the Bourbon 
restoration Louis XVIII. confirmed the ar- 
rangement. But neither he nor the great 
emperor ventured to run counter to the de- 
cision of those members of the republican 
convention, Lakanal and Carnot, who, when 
they united the former Roya! academy into 
the Institute of France, expressly stipulated 
that women should be rigorously excluded 
from membership. 

It remains te be seen whether the govern- 
ment of the third republic will in this twen- 
tieth century show itself more liberal and 
broad minded than the revolutionary con- 
vention of 1795, and will lend itself to the 
movement which has now been inaugurated 
in Paris to reopen ones more the doors of the 
academy to gifted women, as in the days 
when the Bourbon kings ruled over France 
from their court of Versailles.

The Hon. Irene Bingham, who has gone 
from Bangor Castle, in County Down, to live 
in Thomas street, on the Surrey side of the 
Thames, just bend London bridge station, 
that is to say, one of the most dismal, dingy, 
and uninviting districts of the British me- 
troplis, as the wife of Dr. Herbert Eason, 
ophthalmic surgeon of Guy’s hospital, is one 
of the numerous family of children of Lord 
Clanmorris. The latter’s peerage was one 
of those conferred at the close of the eight- 
eenth century as the price of the vote of Lord 
Clanmorris’ ancestor, John Bingham, in sup- 
port of the act of union. 

This first Lord Clanmorris is, moreover, on 
record as having received. from. the govern- 
ment of the day sums amounting to $120,000 
for his predominant interest in three Irish 
constituencies which enabled the adminis- 
tration to return to parliament men prepared 
to vote for the union, Instead of in behalf of 
the legislative autonomy of Erin. Not that 
Lord Clanmorris can have been in urgent 
need of money. For he was known to havea 
large fortune and married the heiress of the 
noterious Barry Yelverton, lord chief baron, 
and who died as Viscount Avonmore. The 
successors of this Lord Clanmorris of the 
union also married money, and the present 
peer has as wife the daughter and heiress of 
Robert E. Ward, whose Bangor castle estate 
in County Down thus passed from the Vis- 
courts Batigor into the possession of Lord 
Clanmorris. ; 

Yet with all that Lord Clanmorris is not 
rich, and possibly because he has so large a 
family found it necesary recentlyrsto seil 
his Galway estates of some 20,000 acres to 
his tenantry, under the land commission act. 
At one time he gambled in mining enter- 
prises, that is to say, he was director of a 
number of more or less speculative concerns, 
batched in the city of London. But he 
abandoned this risky means of adding to his 
income when one of the unfortunate stock- 
holders of a West African gold mining com- 
pany sued 1 and obtained judgment 
against him of pretty heayy damages on the 
ground that the statement contained in the 
prospectus of the company were untrue and 
that he, the stockholder, would not have in- 
vested his money in the company had it not 
been for the presence of the name of Lord 
Clanmorris on the prospectus as one of the 
directors. 

Lord Clanmorris, on being put in the wit- 
ness box, admitted that not only had he never 
investigated the truth of the statements con- 
tained in the prospectus but that he had 
never even attended any meeting of the direo- 
tors; in fact, that he knew nothing about the 
matter beyond having given the use of hie 
name as director—of course in return for 
ash. He was severely denounced by the 
presiding judge, Sir Arthur Kekewich, and 
may have esteemed himself singularly for- 
tunate that none of the othershareholders in 
the British Gold Fields of West Africa com- 
pany took it into their heads to follow suit 
and to institute proceedings against him.

‘ Chicago Has First Organiza- 


tion of Its Kind to Advance 
Universal Suffrage. 


FOUNDERS IN EARNEST, 


One Member Says It Is Beginning 
of Vast Movement in the 


City and State. 


The first men’s woman's suffrage club to be 
organized in the United States was launched 
at a meeting of thirty citizens of Chicago at 
the City club rooms yesterday at noon, 


The name of the new organization is the 
Chicago Men's Equal Suffrage league, and the 


initial meeting was presided over by Attom 
ney Oliver W. Stewart. 

Following the election of officera, T. C. 
MacMillan, who had just been chosen presi- 
gent of the league, wes appointed a commit- 
tee of one to go to Springfield and work with 
the legislature in the interest of bille bearing 
en the question of woman's suffrage that 
mey come before that body. 


: Officers Elected. 


The officers of the league who were elect- 
ed at the meeting yesterday are: 

President—T. C. MacMillan. 

Vice preskient—George B. Cols. 

Gecretary—J. J. Forstal. 

Treasurer—Charies B. Wakeley. 

The members of the executive committee 
are the Rev. Joseph A. Milburn, pastor of the 
Piymouth Congregational church; John P. 
McGoorty, former member of the Illinois leg- 
islature and member of the charter comven- 
ton; Oliver W. Stewart, the only member of 
the legislature ever elected on the prohibi- 
tion ticket from Chicago; Henry W. Thure- 
ton and Lewis J. Block. 

The league will work for the securing of 
the ballot for women and shall be an auzxil- 
lary body to the Illinois Equal Suffrage as- 
sociation, according to the constitution. 


Plans Vast Movement. 


Attorney Oliver W. Stewart, one of the 
members of the executive committee and 
the man who is most responsible for the or- 
ganization of the league, declared imme- 
diately after the meeting that the organ- 
igation of the league was but the first mani- 
festation of a vast movement among men 
of Chicago to secure the ballot for their 
wives, daughters, and the rest of the fem- 
inne population of not only the city but 


state. 

Mr. Stewart said that, while the league 
would work strenuously for municipal equal 
suffrage, it would not stop at this, con- 
sidering it only one of the incidentels in a 
great campaign. 

“I am in a position to know that the feel 
ing in favor of equal suffrage is one that 
ie spreading rapidly all over the country 


among men, particularly among the men of 


the middie west, said Mr. Stewart. 

“The organizaffon of the league is the 
result of letters sent out by a committee 
appointed by my wife, Ella S. Stewart, 
president of the Equal Suffrage association, 
and Jane Acdams. 


All Answers Favorable. 


“ One hundred and twenty-five letters were 
sent out and from all of them we received 
favorable answers and applications for mem- 
bership. 

“The fact that only thirty of those who 
mede applications were present at the meet- 
ing today and formally joined the league 
means nothing more than that the nemaining 
ninety-five from whom we received answers 
will join at the next meeting.” 

Bishop Samuel Fallows of the Reformed 
Episcopal ‘church is ome of the applicants for 
membership in the league. Mr. Stewart said 
that the bishop was kept from the meeting 
because of an engagement in New York, but 
that he was heartily in sympathy with the 
movement. 

In order to make the league a popular one 
we have placed a memberehip fee of §1 per 
year,” said Mr. Stewart.
